government today lifted wage 
and price controls from mil- 
lions of small businesses and 
small government units, gener- 
ally those with 60 or fewer em- 
ployes. 


Director Donald Rumsfeld of 


the President's Cost of Living 
Council said the move was 
aimed at streamlining the con- 
trols program, and was not a 
step toward ending it. 


The council did not remove 


controls from the health or con- 
struction industries. Rent con- 
trols weren't changed either. 
The health category includes 
hospitals, etc. in separate moves 
the council brought many con- 
struction and health firms under 
tighter government scrutiny, 
expanded the staffs of the Pay 
Board and the Price Commission

SAIGON (AP) — All Ameri- 


can advisors were evacuated 
safely from the besieged pro- 
vincial capital of Quang Tri 
City today when it appeared 
the city was in danger of fall- 
ing to the North Vietnamese, 
field reports said.

President Nixon's May 1 target 
by 2,700 men, the U.S. Com- 
mand 
announced 
today. But 


U.S. 
Naval strength off Viet- 


nam continued to grow. 


The command's weekly sum- 


mary put U.S. military strength 
in Vietnam at 68,100 men as of 
last Thursday—a cut of 8,400— 
and spokesmen said the level 


as of midnight April 30 was 
66,300. President Nixon's May 1 
goal was 69,000. 


Nixon has set 49,000 as his 


July 1 troop strength target. At 
the peak three years ago there 
were 543,000 American 
troops 


in Vietnam. 


Three thousand U.S. sailors 


were added to the reported to- 
tal aboard some 55 warships in 
the Gulf of Tonkin and South 


China Sea off Vietnam. 


This total has risen steadily 


since North Vietnam began its 
offensive and last week reached 
41,000 men. It includes at least 
1,500 U.S. Marines standing by 
for any emergency in getting 
out American 
personnel, ac- 


cording to sources in Washing- 
ton. 


Not included in the U.S. Com- 


mand's figures are about 34,000 


American servicemen operating 
with the Air Force in Thailand. 
Additionally 5,000 to 10,000 Air 
Force men are based on Guam 
to support B52 bomber strikes 
over Vietnam.

The scary thing about North 
Carolina Central's superspeed 
performance at last weekend's 
Penn Relays is that three of the 
five runners who set two na- 
tional collegiate and one meet 
relay records are 
freshmen. 


They'll be back, back, back. 


The North Carolina Central 


runners 
shattered 
national 


marks in the mile relay with a 
3:03.1, and the sprint medley 
with a 3:14.8. They established 
a new 880 meet record of 
1:21.8, only one-tenth of a sec- 
ond off the national mark. 


The most sensational speed 


performance in the 78-year his- 
tory of the world's oldest relay 
carnival was accomplished by 
the five ironmen in less than 
three hours. 


"These were the biggest wins 


in the history of our school," 
said North Carolina assistant 
coach Ted Hanley in somewhat 
of an understatement. Hanley 
directed the team in the ab- 
sence of head coach 
Leroy 


Walker, who remained at home 
because of the death of his 
mother. 


The NCC spree started with 


the sprint medley as the quar- 
tet of Julius Sang. Larry Black, 
Jeff Horsley and Robert Ouku 
won by some 70-yards over Wil- 


and Mary. The 3:14.8 low- 


ered the previous national 
record of 3:15.2 set by a Kan- 
sas team 
anchored 
by 
JUTI 


Ryun in 1967. 


Actually it was the fastest 


sprint medley ever run, but is 
not listed as a world record be- 
cause many countries don't rec- 
ognize the sprint medley in 
their competitive programs. It 
fails of an American record be- 
cause Sang and Ouku are Ol- 
ympians 
from 
Kenya. 
The 


splits for the race were 46.4 by 
Sang in the opening quarter, a 
combined 40.7 by Black and 
Horsley in 220s, and a 1:47.7 
half by Ouku. 


Ouku was replaced by Mel 


Bassett in the 880 about an 
hour later and this 
quartet 


missed a national record by 
one-tenth of a second with its 
1:28.1. It did lower the meet 
mark of 1:23.3 set in 1970 by 
Texas El Paso, second this 
tune in 1:22.5, also breaking 
the old mark. 


The final event of the two 


day program was the mile and 
Ouku returned in place of Hor- 
sley. Bassett led off with a 47.5. 
Ouku ripped off a 46.2 second 
leg, and Sang a 45.6 third quar- 
ter. Black was so far ahead he 
could have coasted home on the 
anchor leg, but instead ran a 
43.8, fastest quarter split ever 
run. The previous best was 43.9 
by Villanova's Larry James in 
1968.

"In actuality, she is due for a

The teen-age 
period is a particularly dif- 
ficult time, because of the 
change from dependency on 
parents to independence and 
the 
powerful influence of 


dramatic c h a n g e s in the 
body. 


The adolescent frequently 


needs a counselor outside 
the family, which our so- 
ciety fails' to provide. Most 
p a r e n t s whose child at- 
tempts suicide are usually 
greatly surprised and didn't 
even realize that their child 
was in distress. There are 
similar patterns in adoles- 
cents who attempt suicide. 
It is not just that they come 
from a "broken home," be- 
cause there are a lot of chil- 
drjpn who have this experi- 
ence but don't attempt sui- 
cide. More important, a di- 
vorce or remarriage occurs 
in the teen-age years. Par- 
ents who are separated and 
don't remarry have children 
with a lesser incidence of 
attempted suicide. 


The basic problem is con- 


tinued repeated stress with 
elements in the environment 
that tend to cause the indi- 
vidual to feel isolated and 
alone. The precipitating fac- 
tor, as in your case, can be 
a terminated romance. Such 
unsuccessful romances 
are 


particularly d i f f i c u l t be- 
cause of the estrangement 
that often exists between the 
child and parents.

State Seeks Land 
Owned by Methodists

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LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Methodist Children's Home su- 
perintendent said Saturday he 
was surprised to hear that the 
University of Arkansas would 
file a land condemnation suit 
against the home. 


The Rev. J. Edwin Keith, 


home superintendent, said he 
learned of the plans from news 
media. 


The U of A board voted Fri- 


day to file suit In connection 
with 55 acres the home owns 
next to the university's Little 
Rock campus. 


The home and the university 


have unsuccessfully negotiated 
over what price the university 
should pay to purchase the 
property. 


The university offered $1.5 


million. The home asked $1.9 
million plus 6 per cent interest. 


"We did not believe the uni- 


versity would take such drastic 
action without at least notifying 
us of their intent or making a 


bona fide offer to buy the 55 
acres," the Rev. Mr. Keith 
said. 


"This is disappointing to us," 


he 
said. "The Board 
of 


Trustees of the Childrens Home 
have resisted offers from com- 
mercial developers since Octo- 
ber 1963 which would have 
brought needed income to the 
home. 


"We have had many, many 


offers since, but continuously 
members of our 
board 
of 


trustees have maintained that 
the university should have pri- 
ority," he added. "We were 
hoping the university would be 
willing to pay the Methodist 
Childrens Home a reasonable 
price for our property when 
other property near us was sell- 
ing for a higher price than we 
were asking for ours."
